Agawam Residents Move

Agawam Businessmen 
Request Investigation 
of Library Building 
Committee 


Representatives from the 
Agawam Businessmen’s 
Association have formally 
requested that the Town 
Manager's office initiate an 
investigation of the Agawam 
Library Building Committee. 

Town Manager Peter 
Caputo stated that the 
request is based on “alleged 
irregularities in procedure." 

After a Friday morning 
meeting with Arthur Leary. 
Jerry Zerra. and Joseph 
Ncpolitan, representatives of 
the Businessmen's Asso¬ 
ciation. Caputo noted that a 
board of inquirv composed of 
three “resow >k uM*vtis 
will be formed to look into the 
matter. He s%id that all 
records concetning the 
construction of the library 
will be made available to the 
board, and their findings will

be reported to the Town 
Council. 

Caputo commented that he 
is also "taking under 
consideration" a request by 
the Businessmen's Asso¬ 
ciation to appoint additional 
members to the Agawam 
High School Building 
Committee. Both the Library- 
Building Committee and the 
High School Building 
Committee are presently 
composed of the same three 
men: Councilor Paul 
Ficldstad. School Committee 
member. Richard Borgatti. 
and George Bickford. 

When asked to comment. 
Chairman Paul Ficldstad 
staled tha; he was not aware 
of all the facts in this matter, 
but he went on to say. "we 
built a first class building for 
the Town of Agawam, and we 
brought it in with a 560,000 


under-run. ” 

In November, the Library 
Building Committee pro¬ 
posed the construction of an 
ampithcalrc with the excess 
funds. I he project, which 
would have been adjacent to 


to the new library was 
abandoned by an informal 
decision of the Agawam 
l own Council. The Library- 
Building Committee was 
requested to seek an 
alternative use for the money. 

I he fate of the S60.000 has. as 
yet. not been decided. 

The Agawam High 
Building Committee is 
scheduled to oversee the four 
million dollar high school 
renovation scheduled to begin 
in the near future. 


SPAN Center to Offer 
Alcohol Counseling 


Residents in the South 
Westfield Street area arc 
concerned that a class three 
license will be granted to 
Anthony and Albert Albro of 
the Albro Brothers Sales 
Operation, located at 267 
South Westfield Street. 

The Albro Brothers were 
granted a Special Permit in 
1977 allowing them to operate 
a sales and storage business, 
but which prohibited 
automobile repair. The 
permit expires this year and 
the Albro Brothers are 
seeking a Class Three license. 

Edward L. Blasak. of 256 
South Westfield Street, is 
spearheading a letterwriting 
drive asking other concerned 
residents to contact the Board 
of Appeals with their 
disapproval. 

At a Board of Appeals 
Hearing last week, residents 


in the South Westfield Street 
area, withdrew their 
opposition after reviewing the 
Albro Brothers plans for a 
Class Three license. 

Mr. Blasak commented 
that he now feels the “good 
intentions" of last weeks 
hearing would eventually 
change and the results would 
not be in the best interests of 
the community. According to 
Mr. Blasak, the Albro 
Brothers’ operation would 
result in a junk-yard 
appearance, walled in by a 
high fence. 

The Albro Brothers have 
said that they can imme¬ 
diately use the garage for 
repair of motor vehicles, store 
a larger number cf motor 
vehicles, and do not presently 
have a fence in the area or 
conduct business during 
specified hours, according to 


the existing zoning by-laws. 
According to Anthony Albro. 
they need the Class Three 
license to purchase auto¬ 
mobiles from insurance 
companies, and arc willing to 
compromise to obtain the 
Class Three license, but not to 
the point of economic 
hardship. 

He further stated, “I 
understand the concern of the 
area residents and we'd like to 
comply to their wishes, but 
we're offering a much better 
deal to them by obtaining the 
Class Three license.” 

The Board of Appeals 
decision will be rendered by 
Feb. 17. The petition for the 
Class Three license will then 
be voted on by the Town 
Council, to determine 
whether or not the license wall 
be granted.

CPR for Agawam’s Finest 


by Janet Cook 


•"79 is upon us, and it 
promises to' be an eventful 
year for all of us flower and 
plant growers. I would like to 
begin the new' year by inviting 
all of you to write in to me 
with any questions, com¬ 
ments, or solutions to a 
certain problem in growing 
something. I will try to answer 
any question as completely as 
space permits. 

A c u s t o m e r at the 
greenhouse asked me about 
her burros tail houscplant the 
other day. She asked how she 
could get it bushier. She told 
me ii is growing down over its 
pot. but too much stem shows 
between the small leaves. She 
grows it in a south window. 

Burro’s-tail JSedum 
morganianum) shows these 
spaces whenever allowed to 
dry out for too long or 
whenever roughly treated. 
Don’t bump it or move it 
around too often. It could be 
drying i»ut very fast in that 
south window, and you 
shouldn't let its soil stay dry 
for more than three days at a 
time. 

If you arc lucky, the plant 
can put out stems up to three 
feet long. New stems grow 
from near the base of the old 


ones. You can start other new 
stems by picking leaves off the 
stems or the floor and 
dropping them into the pot. A 
single leaf will grow into a 
w holc new stem very shortly. 

Pinch the long an'd~4?arc 
stems back to the last set of 
leaves to create a fuller effect. 
Wait for the new stems 
growing from within the pot 
to catch up, and your plant 
will look a lot fuller. This 
plant only occasionally 
branches along its long stems. 

When is the best time to 
transplant a Norfolk Island 
pine houscplant? Really, the 
best time to transplant isw hen 
it needs it or whenever the 
roots have filled up its present 
pot. These plants grow \erv 
slowly and don’t need 
repotting too often. The safest 
time is just after its spurt of 
new annual growth has 
appeared, which is a single tier 
of new leaves. Wait until these 
leaves have emerged and are 
as dark as those on the rest of 
the branches.

Fire Fighting 


At the time of the town’s fiftieth anniversary, 1905, we had 
no organized fire department. Four men were chosen as fire 
wardens but for the most part fire lighting was done by 
anyone first at the scene. Buckets of water and wet blankets 
were standard equipment for house and barn fires and 
shovels and back-fires for forest and brush. 

Among the disasterous fires of the past was the Porter fire 
on May 15,1866 when a blaze started in a tobacco shed at the 
Porter farm on South Main Street and spread to the 
distillery and to the barn where forty head of cattle were 
burned. 

Agawam Center school burned May 1849. The woolen 
mill fire started in the dye house and destroyed the wooden 
mill building and boarding house. The old covered bridge 
over Agawam River burned May 28,1899 ignited by one of 
the kerosene lanterns used for lighting the bridge. 
Lightening was the cause of destruction of Mittineague 
School. 

The first appropriation for fire protection was in 1906 
when S200 was voted for protection of public buildings. At 
the same time personnel was added to the police force as a 
means of preventing incendiary fires. 

In 1907 or 08 an appropriation of S500 was used for 
equipment at North Agaw am, ladders, hose and reel, lantern 
and rope, to he kept in North Agawam where the houses 
were close together. 

During the next few years, three fire companies were 
organized with twenty men each. The men furnished their 
own coats, hats and boots and received no regular 
compensation. 

The first fire station in North Agawam was a small rented 
barn. In 1916, the first year firemen received any regular pay, 
a lot was pruchased at North Agawam and a station built. 

Feeding Hills kept equipment in an ancient barn and 
Agawam Center was still using the horse shed in back of the 
Congregational Church. With this state of affairs, the best 
efforts of the firemen sometimes failed, as in the case of the 
fires in the Ferry home on Mill Street and St. Theresa's 
Church. 

In 1919 the town purchased three Reo Three-quarter ton 
Speed Wagons. These came with chemical tank, extension 
ladder, extinguishers and .after delivery 750 feet of hose was 
added. One truck was placed in each part of town and 
proved efficient except that in cold weather they sometimes 
refused to start and also that water supply was sometimes far 
from the scene of a fire, which made recharging of the tank 
and returning to the fire a slow process. There were no 
hydrants. 

In 1927 hydrants were installed in North Agawam. The 
volunteer force of the whole town was up to sixty men, who 
left their work when possible and came when they heard the 
alarm whistle. A new truck was purchased for North 
Agawam in 1929, a two and one half ton International. 

All this was a big improvement over the situation of 
former days but not adequate to hanle a fire in a four story 
building. 

On January 15,1939 a fire was discoveredln the top story 
of the block at the corner of River and Bridge Streets in 
North Agawam. It was a windy day. Mr. Cascella, 
superintendent at the nearby Worthy paper mill was also 
Selectman of West Springfield and knowing the lack of men 
and equipment immediately available in Agawam, he called

the West Springfield department. 

West Springfield men put out the fire although a few men 
of the Agawam volunteers did finally arrive to give 
assistance. 

Some fires occured when men were easily available and 
others when it was almost impossible to find one fireman to 
drive the truck. It was time some permanent men were hired, 
at least a day and night driver for each truck. In 1942 two 
men were appointed permanent firemen, one at North 
Agawam and one at Agawam Center. Hours were seven to 
seven Monday through Saturday, pay S35 per week. 

Both equipment and services expanded in the next decade 
of rapid town growth. New trucks were purchased and a fire 
whistle for Feeding Hills. Mutual aid to outside towns was 
adding to the work of Agawam firemen. 

By 1962 the force comprised a chief, 5 lieutenants, 19 fire 
fighters, but the next year there was a request for manpower 
and apparatus as recommended by New England I-ire 
Insurance rating Association who made a survey of the 
town. 

In 1966 there were thirty-one regular firemen, 782 
inspections and 599 alarms. Five members were attending 
school for firemen. 

1967 was a year of progress. The equipment at Feeding 
Hills was moved to a new building on Springfield Street, 
which was greatly appreciated by the men who reported, 
‘What a change! Moving from a building that once housed 
the horses that were used for the Highway Department into 
one of the most modern and best equipped stations in 
Western Massachusetts.” The old building, on the hill back 
of the Church at Feeding Hills center before its use as a barn 
had been a slaughter house. 

Education in fire prevention is carried on today by the 
Fire Department with fire drills, demonstrations etc. A 
Deputy Chief was appointed in 1973 and the Department 
put under Civil Service. Of forty-three men, eleven were 
enrolled in Fire Science courses. 

Tax money spent on culture and recreation is surely spent 
for a fine purpose; but it effects only the healthy and active 
citizens; a baby in a crib or an old person crippled by cancer 
or arthritis have no share. On the other hand, tax money 
spent on fire protection is shared equally by everyone, from 
the new-born to those who have passed the century mark. 
Fire protection is therefore a doubtfull area for “scrimping 
and pinching” to reduce the town budget. 

The changing nature and increase in technology of the fire 
service today requires more knowledge of chemistry, 
physics, electricity and mathematics to better understand the 
naiurc of flammable gasses, explosives and new materials, 
and to recognize potential hazards of new types of 
construction and industrial processes during fire fighting or 
fire prevention. New plastics, fuels, metals, radioactive 
material come into use, some of which under fire conditions 
produce explosives and deadly atmosphere. Many items 
commonly found in the home today when heated or burned 
produce toxic gases which may be permanently disabling or 
fatal if inhaled for only a few moments. Fire fighting is no 
longer a matter of pouring water on structures made of 
wood; fire fighting has become a science. 

Speed in arriving at a fire, adequate equipment, training in 
fire science and rescue work all become increasingly 
important as the Towns population increases.

I sometimes marvel at the logic - or lack of same - applied 
by the Agawam Town Council. 1 will admit, that H() r o! the 
time. 1 am in agreement with their decision . Howeser. their 
recent decision to purchase land in the North Westfield. 
North West Street area for a “passive recreation" laciiity 
leaves me fiat. 

Actually, the word ‘fiat' is not descriptive enough. It 
doesn't convey my feeling of frustration over (heir decision - 
a decision that i can't imagine anyone in their position 
having the gaul to make. 

It seems to me that a Council who appears 10 be so 
concerned with fiscal austerity and takes a hard line stand on 
the closing ol a fire station, and several social service cuts ( 
most of which 1 agree with), would not have to think twice 
about purchasing a piece of land no one else seemed to want. 
Not only will the town of Agawam lose tax revenue, but it 
must also pay for the upkeep and security of the proposed 
facility (and probably stepped up patrolling of the areas 
adjoining this park). 

We have only to look to places like Shea's field to see the 
kinds of problems we will be faeng with the new park. Lack 
of police personnel in this town is severe. Inview ol that fact, 
it doens't make much sense to add to their work load 
unnecessarily. 

Without proper supervision and constant patrolling, the 
proposed park will simple become another hangout for 
many of the “less dcsireable" elements. 

It's time that the Concil take a second look at this whole 
issue of funding and fund-cutting. I he Town Council has 
got to stop giving into to the pressure ol special interest 
groups and start looking out for the best interests ol the 
whole town if they are to accomplish what they have set out 
to do - namely lower spending and reduce the tax rate.

The muzzle-loaders three 
day season produced 150 
deer. On the breakdown, 97 
does and 53 bucks were 
bagged, the total being 20 deer 
more than last year. 

The four seasons checked 
like as follows: Bowhunters, 
162; Paraplegics. 6; Shotgun, 
2635; and Muzzleloaders, 
150. All seasons were up this 
year except the shotgun, the 
consensus opinion being the 
lousy weather on the last day 
which caused a 1% drop. 

Good news from Washing¬ 
ton concerning the federal 
funding for most of the 600 
state wildlife conservation 
projects. The projects will not 
be affected immediately by a 
court-ordered agreement 
between the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service and humane 
interest groups. 

The lawsuit was brought 
last March by the Committee 
for Humane Legislation and 
other anti-hunter groups and 
charges the federal grant-in- 
aid program with non-com¬ 
pliance with the National 
Environmental Policy Act. 

The agreement, reached 
Nov. 27 and signed Dec. 5, 
specifies that the service will 
not renew funding for any of 
the project grants that come 
up for renewal for at leqsf 60 
days. However, service 
officials estimate that only 
about 10% will expire over the 
next two months, with most 
coming up for renewal on July 
1st. The service does plan to 
approve new projects during 
this time after assurances that 
they comply with the National 
Environmental Policy Act. In 
1978, almost $63 million in 
federal funds was distributed 
to the states which employ 
about 2,000 biologists, 
technicians', and adminis¬ 
trators under the federal aid 
program for wildlife. 

The federal grants are 
authorized by the 1937 
Federal Aid in Wildlife
